.•duration' thai can be gotten j 
later on. 

Mo you know that aotlOBgagol 
heard of a minister of the Gospel who 
said he rather liked preach iup- -there 
was a comfortable living in it for he 
and his wife and I he work wasn't 
hard? Think of it, one who was to 
be a shepherd to his flock, who was 
to lead them on to higher ground, 
and this was his standard. I am sure 
you all agree with me in censuring 
him.and yet do you know the greater 
per cent of ou 
same standard? 

When we send our children to Sun- 
day-school we are very caTeful what 
kind of teacher we have. She 
he moral, upright, honest, etc., and 
vet our children are only with her 
one hour, and on Monday morning 
we start them off to school with

Following is 1 copyot alett 
I out this week to teachers in Jeff- 
son county by School Superinten- 
dent Orville J. Stivers and will prove 
uch interest to the enterprising 
boys of our county: 

All over Kentucky the schools are 
taking up agricultural interests and 
home Interests. This is having its 
effect in making the school the cen- 
ter of interest in every such com- 
unity, and a powerful influence for 
nproving all conditions of life. 
There is no good and adequate reason 
why Jefferson county should not do 
these things on the largest scale yet 
attempted in the State. WILL YOU

draw into the work every man, woman 
and child ia your community.

Much of this loss can he 
prevented bv using care in purchas- 
ing.- seeds and in giving proper at- 
tention to those proriuceilOn the farm. 

Jt is none too earlr now to secure 
seed for spring use, for almost every 
farmer has planned his crops for the 
coming year and knows wjtat seeds 
will be required. Purchasing early 
lias several distinct advantage.-. 
First, it allows selection from 
stock. Later the stock is email and 
naturally only the seeds of poorei 
quality areleft. By purchasing early 
dealers will be found willing to fur- 
nish small samples of different lots 
for inspection. These samples may 
be tested forpuritvaDd germination, 
and the seed proving the purest and 
giving the most vigorous germina- 
tion selected. If seeds are ordered 
late there may be delay in shipping, 
so that they are not on hand when 
needed. This causes worry, delay 
;iud expense. 

Good seeds should show a high per 
cent, of germination, should be tree 
from injurious weed seeds, free from 
adulteration with cheaper seeds of 
similar appearance, and should be of 
a variety suited to the conditions 
der which it is to be grown. There 
is no way of determining this 
of most seeds and the honesty of the 
dealer is the only surety of gettini 
desirable strains or varieties. Wcei 
seeds and adulterations arc nearr 
always confined to grass and clover 
seeds. Farmers should become ac- 
quainted with the appearance of 
seeds of injurious weeds and revise 
to accert seed containing them. For 
instruction in identifying seeds, the 
farmer is referred to BuJ. 124 of this 
station. 

Germination tests should be made 
of all seeds planted, whether the 
seed is produced ou the far 
on the market. Sucti tests an 
pie and easily made, and mav^ 
means of 6aving many dollars. 
Experiment Station will make 
lor purity or germination for any 
farmer in the State without cost, 
mall samples of an ounce or twe 
seed are sent to the Station, fad 
of the small grass seeds, such 
bluegrass and redtop, the test is d 
cult and should be made at the I 
perimeut Station. 

A simple germination tester 
made of two ordinary dinner plates 
with smooth edjres, 100 of the seed tc 
be tested are counted out and place, 
a damp cloth or blotter and cov- 
ered by another cloth or blotter of 
the same size. This is laid upon one 
of the plates and the other plate in- 
verted over it. The tester should be 
kept in a warm place and enough 
added from time to time tc 
supply ample moisture for fermina 
tion, but not an excess. 

In testing corn, each ear should be 
tested, and a special bos is neces- 
sary. The method of testing corn 
has been so often explained that 
nearly every farmer is familiar with 
it. Bui. l$3of this Station explains 
the process in detail. The quality 
of corn this year is exceptionally 
poor, due to the unfavorable season, 
and no farmer should neglect testing 
his seed corn.
